JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

Dates are down tothe morning of the 17th April. The P. 
and O. mail of 10th Feb. arrived out on the 12th April, and 
the French mail of 17th on the same day. The following 
summary of news is from the Japan Herald of 16th April :— 
. The discussion upon the Tariff has been commenced in official 
quarters, and, we are informed, progresses fairly, that it will 


not take many , days to esttlo everything, and that | it will be 
very favourable to commerce, 

From Osaca we learn that the terms offered to Choshiu by 
the Tycoon, and approved by the Mikado, are, according to 
universal report— 

‘1st—100,000 kokus to be confiscated. 

2nd.—Choshin to go into retirement fora time. 

3rd.—His son to go into retirement for life. 

Ogosawara Iki-no Kami, a member of the Gorogio, has de- 
parted for Firoshemo to notify these conditions to Choshiu. 
No one can say whether they will be accepted ; but if not, war 
is certain. The secret friends of Choshiu will then declare 
themselves. It is a matter of public notoriety that Satsuma 
has sent acontingent of 1,000 or 1,200 men. If war is declared, 
the return of the Tycoon to Yedo may be indefinitely post- 

ned. 

Pn Friday the 6th the Municipal Council held a meet- 
ing at the council rooms—No. 70. It was determined to call 
a meeting of land-renters to consider the extension of the 
suffrage and other important matters. The police report to the 
31st March was also read, and was of more than ordinary 
interest from the statistics it contains of the number of Chinese 
residents, the number and description of the prisoners taken 
up by the municipal police, and their sentences. With regard 
to the census of the Chinese, it will be seen that one of the 
foreign residents declined to give any information, and told the 
Police Committee, and through them the Municipal Council, 
to mind its own business, and not to interfere with his servants. 
This shows the anomalous state of things, and how necessary 
it is to have legalised “Land Regulations,” with recognised 
power in the hands of the Municipal Council. But such 
regulations will not be attained unless the suffrage is very 
widely and liberally extended. We trust, therefore, to see that 
the land-renters themselves make the most ample propositions 
to this end at the ensuing meeting. 

On Tuesday evening the officers of H.M.’s 2nd 20th gave a 
ball to the community ; and on Friday afternoon the band of

CHINA. 
PEKING. 

Dates are down tothe 10th April, but there is no news of 
any importance. 

NEW-CHWANG. 

The following letter from this plac, dated April 2, details 
some further disturbances, in which the Americans aro prin- 
cipally implicated :— ; 

T see by one of your papers that you are aware of the state of affairs 
here. I allude to the rebels, or robbers, now infesting this place. We 
are now in a state of alarm caused (as near as I can make out) by one 
of Mr. Knight’s coolies or boys hariog crested a disturbance in a chinese 
house down the town (of Yingtse), which the Chinese resented in the 
following audacious manner. 

On the night of the Sst ult. a number of horsemen entered the pre- 
mises of the American Consulate, and carried off from there a coolie or 
boy in the employ of Mr. P. Knight. The coolie not making his ap- 


pearance the following morning, Mr. Knight, with three other American 
citizens, proceeded down the town to look after him; and were but a 


little distance from the place where the coolie was confined, when they 
were observed by a mounted horseman, who immediately galloped away 
and caused the coolie’s release. The man met the Knight party on their 
way down town, and upon being questioned by Mr. Knight as to why he 
had been forced to accompany the horseman the previous evening, he 
could not, or would not give any information; but at the same time 
offered to show them where he had been confined during the night. The 
foreigners with the coolie then proceeded to the lower end of the town, 
and when among alot of low mud houses were surprised by hearing loud 
yells and shouts from every quarter, the houses being literally covered 
with men having long gingalle, muskets, pistols, &e., &c. 

The Knight party, upen seeing affairs take so strange a turn, endea- 
voured to retreat; upon which the Chinese commenced firing at them, 
and wounded Mr. Knight with small iron shot about the back; also a 
Mr. Eldridge seriously in the groin and about the legs, likewise with small 
shot. ‘The party at length managed to gain the foreign quarter, when Mr. 
Knight collected all the ‘Americans, Swedens, and Norwegians in the 
place, in fact any one who would go with him, all armed with rifles, pistols, 
swords, &c. The party, to the number of fourteen, commanded by Mr. 
Knight in person, set off to lay his complaint before the district Mandarin, 
who it appears requested the foreigners to point out the place at which they 
wore fred on. Die Knight agreed to this proposal, and, accompanied by 
the fourteen Europeans and a Chinese runner from |the mandarin, pro- 
ceeded to search for the house where they had been so warmly received. 
Arrived at the place, the Chinese had collected a number of armed men, 
about 100 in all, and upon observing the Knight party, immediately en- 
gaged them, the foreigners retreating and tiring, and the Chinese 
following them up and likewise firing and wounding some four 
others, making six in all. At length the party succeeded 
in gaining the foreign quarter, and reported the case to Mr. 
Consul Meadows, who caused every British subject in the place 
to be supplied with a ritle and cartridges, in the momentary expectation 
of the Chinese attacking the foreign quarter, their avowed intention being 
to sack and burn the American Consulate, knowing that there were some 
50 cheats of opium stored there. This was about 7 o'clock on Saturday 
evening, and a guard of Europeans patrolled the scitlement till the 
following moming, when, about 11 o'clock, the Chinese authorities 
placed themselves in communication with the American and English 
Consuls, at the same time offering apologies to the Consuls for the 
previous evening’s work. ‘These apologies were not accepted. 

I have not yet been able to find out what satisfaction Mr. Knight got in 
exchange for the great insult offered to the American Flag, but 1 suppose 
it will end in the foreigners being obliged to accept say $150 to be equall 
divided among the siz wounded (as compensation of course). The Ameri- 
can Consul called a meeting of foreigners this morning, but I have not 
yet beard the result. As soon as I do I will let you know. 

SHANGHAL 

Dates by the present opportunity are down to the 20th 
April, The London mail of 26th February arrived out on 
the 17th April. The following summary of news is from the 
Friend of China s— 

Of matters political in the Far East wo have not much to 
tell. From Japan, as we write, we havo no later news than 
that the ambassadors to Europe had arrived back in safety with 
machinery for a new mint procured in France, and to be worked 
by French artists until natives of the country learn sufficiently 
to manage the works without foreign aid. 

Mr. Martin Crofton Morrison, of the British Consular Ser- 
vice, who !eft, or was to have left, Tientsin for Hankow over- 
land nearly two months ago, had not reached his destination at 
last advices from that port. 

Foreign officers in the Imperial Customs service are still ac- 
tively engaged at several of the Consular portsin drilling the 
Chinese to the use of foreign arms—a practice which, in time, we 
may find calculated to be destructive rather than beneficial to the 
Manchou Dynasty. The foreign Inspectorate of Chinese 
Customs is a praiseworthy institution in all but this meddling 
in soldier “ pidgin ;” and strict orders should be issucd to 
consuls from the head quarters of Powers having treaties with 

ina, to restrain their nationals from entering on such duty. 
Wo have had quite enough of the muddlo arising from the 
pettifogging system initiated by foreign adventurers, on an 
affectation, if not positive assertion, that Home Governments 
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sanction their affording a certain amount of military assistance 
to the government of the country. 

The Nienfio recently around Hankow have departed for 
“ pastures new"—followed, of course, by the usual reports of 
having been driven away with frightful slaughter. There pre- 
sent whereabouts is not generally known. 

When at Ningpo and Chinhai the other day, the Fontai of 
Chekiang was waited on by deputations from several of the Guilds, 
and prayed to order a remission of some of the heavy taxes to 
which they are subjected. At Chiohai, in particular, the 
fishermen, boatmen and shopkeepers made formal complaint 
of the officials taxing them ; and asserted that much of the 
money levied was not devoted to the purposes for which it was 
avowedly taken. His Excellency received the deputations with 
courtesy, and promised to make enquiry ; and since he left, 
an abatement, spoken of as one per cent. has been notified ; one 
of the effects of this abatement being a reduction of General 
Cooke's force, in the dismissal, without compensation, of some 
fifty drilled men. 

The limperial arsenal at Nanking is almost finished, we are 
told, and the exodus from Soochow of Dr. Macartney and staff 
will take place shortly, if indeed it has not already begun. 

The following piece of classic puffery from the Friend of 
China is an amusing instance of the style of “doing things ” 
in Sfanghai. We think that the editorial that followed gave 
ample evidence of the resuscitation alluded to by the worthy 
editor — 

Following a practice in the United States—and a very 
laudable practice it is—Messrs. Todd and Co. when sending us 
the advertisement of fresh Saddle Islands Oysters to be found 
on another page, forwarded also a good bag full of the edible 
moluses as specimens. These bivalves arrived most opportunely. 
The editorial frame at that particular moment required re- 
cruiting, and no time was lost in operating on the testaceous 
fish, some delicious Alpha Farm fresh butter, with Evan's 
brend and some Empire Brewery beer (ten Mex. cents per 
pound loaf, and fifty tael cents per gallov.) All were excellent, 
but more especially the oysters—oysters such as wo read of in 
Holland’s “ Plinie,” book 22, chapter 6 :— 

The oisters (quoth he) [Mutianus] of Cyzicum taken about the streightes 
of Callipolis, be fairest of all other, and ‘bigger than those which are fed 
or bred in the lake Lucrinus, sweeter than those of Britaine, more pleasaut 
in the mouth than the Edulian, quicker in taste than those of Leptis, fuller 
than the Lucensian, drier than those of Coryphants, more tender than the 
Istrian, and last of all whiter than the oister of Circey. 

Senhor Diaz de Castilla, the Mexican merchant whose arrest 
in the British settlement last Thursday, under a warrant by 
British Consul Winchester on a prayer by the Chinese Customs” 
authoritics, was mentioned in our last number (Friend of 
China), was sent to Ningpo on the Aiang-tse, and on landing at 
that port was promptly marched to the gaol of the British 
Consulate, there to abide an examination of some sort or 
another. Mr. White's application for Senhor Castilla’s examina- 
tion here before he was transported under coercion from one pro 
vince of China to another was not heeded ; some such ignor- 
ance being uttered we are told as that Habeas Corpus is not 
kunowu of at the British Consulate. To Englishmen such a 
privilege might be accorded, to a foreigner not. So far as 
we are advised, the offence charged ia as follows :—A certain 
Signor Don Estarico having failed in inducing the French Consul 
General here to authorise him in engaging coolies for shipment 
on labour bonds to Havannah, thought he would bo warranted 
in making such shipments from Ningpo without foreign inter- 
vention—one particular embarkat of cighty-eight souls being 
on a Chivese junk outside the limits of the port. In this act, if 
guilty of nothing more, Estarico becamo amenable to the 
Customs of that port for evading laws of entry, clearance, &c. 
—and for this evasion Estarico is now in custody without leave 
to procure bail. But Estarico is not Castilla—the offence of 
the last named lying in having acted as banker for the 
Havannah man. If his offence be really no greater than 
this, it strikes us that Dr. Winchester’s purse will havo to dis- 
charge some of its contents in Castilian damages. 

The following announcements of sales by auction aro made 
in the Shanghai papers ;—Under instructions from the trustecs 
of the estate of Messrs, Fletcher and Co., a piece of land situ- 
ated in the American settlement, uext to property belonging to 
Messrs. Gibb, Livingstone, and Co, possessing frontage to the 
River Whangpoo, being a suitable site for a wharf and godown, 
Five shares in the Shanghai Gas Company, and one share in the 
Shanghai Tug and Lighter Company. Trefancha Farm, Soo- 
chow Creok ; the house recently built of foreign-made bricks, 
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and the farm buildings, consisting of stabling for four horses, 
coach-house, six pigstyes, stalls for four cows, fowl-house, store- 
room, farm-servants’ offices, &., situated close to Alpha Farm, 
the property of J. Markham, Esq. This property comprises 
12mow. 6f., and is surrounded with iron and wood fences. 

According to the following letter from Mr. Grant his scheme 
should now be in working order. As we have not heard of the 
receipt of any messages we presume arrangements have fallen 
through — 

Minutes of a meeting of the subscribers to Grant’s Mongolian Felegraph, 
held at the office of W. Jackson, Esq., on Saturday, 3lst March, W.

‘The Chairman in opening the proceedings laid a letter which he had 


received ftom Mr. Grant before the meeting. ‘The following extracts 
give the main points noticed in it :- 





; Katoan, 15th January, 1866. 
William Jackson, Esq., Chairman of the Executive Committee of Grant's 
Transmongolian Telegrams, &c., &c., &c., Shanghai. 

Dear Sir,—I had the pleasure to write to you from Tientsin on the 6th 
ult, per Corea. I now beg to enclose you a copy of an agreement I made 
with a Chinaman at Tientsio, You ‘will perceive that the amount for 
which I have concluded the contract is very much higher than I expected 
to pay, as per my prospectus. The Mandarins interfered with the con- 
tractor, and after everything wasettled for Tis. 2,000, I had to pay 
another Tis, 500 80 as to have no obstacles thrown in the way by the 
authorities. I think every dependence can be placed in the due perform- 
ance of the service. The contractor has a very high reputation for 
integrity, and he is very wealthy; for these reasons I’ preferred to give 
him the contract tather than to an irresponsible person upon whom I could 
not depend. 

‘The Russian Minister takes a great interest in my project. It has been 
officially notified to him by Sir Rutherford Alcock, with a view to his 
affording me any aid that lays in his power. 

T have been since officially informed that the Russian Legation will use 
amy line for the transmission of Government despatches. 

It appears that the Russian line of couriers is not a Government line, 
although the Government is aiding it in several ways. It will cease the 
momient the committee authorise me to take general correspondence 
‘The Russian Legation has ceased to use it. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock has done me an essential service im causing the 
Peking Gevernment to inform the authorities on the borders and in Mon- 
folia that I, a British subject, am proceeding to Mongolia, and that all the 
provisions of the treaty are to be complied with in regard to me. 

All the ministers and charges d'affaires approve of my line, and they 
have requested me to address them officially with any propositions I may 
have to make as to subscriptions, &e. I did not, however, moot the subject 
of subscription to General Vangali, the Russian Minister. 


The first messages between Kalgan and Kiachta will be sent. by con- 
tract. 


My agents here will be prepared to despatch letters which may leave 
Shanghai on ot after the 8th March prox. I trust you will be able to send 
a good batch. 

I have just received a letter from Stamman & Co., which I enclose to 
you; I shall feel obliged by Tone returning it to me, with your remarks 
upon it. Ihave been applied to by Gibb, Livingston & Co. Ticntsin, 
and M. Sandri, agent for Bui o net & Co., in a similar tenour I have 
referred them ail to you. 

Independently of the 5 per cent. loss on exchange of taels at Tientsin 
there is another loss of 8 per cent. between Tientsin and Kalgan, making 
a total of 8 per cent., a rather heavy item, upon which I had not calcu 
lated. I start for Kiachta day after to-morrow. ‘There is a good deal of 
snow in Mongolia, and the thermometer marks 80 degrees below Zero 
(Reaumur), rather cold !—I am, dear Sir, your obedient servant, 

C. Mircuett Grant. 

He then observed that half the amount of the subscriptions 
had been handed to Mr. Grant, and the chief business of the 
meeting would be to authorise the remittance of the balance to 
him. A copy of the articles of agreement for the conveyance 
of despatches between Tientsin and Kalgan were laid before the 
meeting. They stipulated that the distance should be per- 
formed in 48 hours. After some discussion it was decided 
that the balance of Tls..2,500 should be remitted to Tientsin 
and placed at Mr. Grant’s disposal, to enable him to complete 
the arrangements. It was also agreed that the public should 
be allowed to transmit messages ata rate to be published so 
soon as the scheme was completed. Some discussion took place 
relative to the appointment of a secretary, but it was finally 
determined in the present undeveloped state of the project to 
refrain from so doing; Mr, Jackson consenting to act as hon. 
Secretary for'a further term. After tho usual compliment to the 
Chairman the mecting separated. 

HONG KONG. 

Dates are to the 26th April. ‘fhe P, and O. mail of 10th 
March arrived out on the 19th April. 

His Excellency Sir Richard and Lady MacDonnell aro on @& 
visit to" Macao, having left in the Coromandel accom- 
panied by Admiral King. We hear that his Excellency was 
received in a most cordial manner on his landing at Macao. 
Governor Amaral and staff, accompanied by the British Con- 
sular Agent, reccived his Excellency on the jetty;a body of 
Portuguese troops drawn up at the top of the jetty on tho Praya 
presented arms, and the band struck up “ God save the Queen,” 





while a salute of 17 guns was aleo fired. His Excellency, ae- 
companied by Lady MacDonnell and his staff, proceeded by itt: 
vitation of Governor Amaral to Government-house, whence 
in a short time they repaired to a residence prepared for thelr 
reception, 

The screw steamer Far Hust and clipper ship White Adder 
have been chartered to take the 11th Regiment to the Cape; 
the Royal Engineors to Mauritius, and the 67th’to England: 

It is probable that Sir Richard MacDonnell will return to 
Hong Kong to-morrow (Tuesday), but Lady MaeDonnell will 
remain at Macao some few days, 

The Evening Mail announces:—We learn that a jrhixed 
court was held at Cantor, consisting of H.B,M, Consul and the 
Chinese and foreign Custom-house authorities, at which the 
caso of the steamer Prince Albert was adjudicated. This vessel, 
itjvill be remembered, was seized towards the end of last mont 
in the Port of Shuey-tung, between Macao and Hainan, and 
taken possession of by the Customs on the grounds that sha 
had infringed the 47th Article of the Treaty of Tien-tain, 
which prohibits foreign vessels from resorting to any other than 
the ports declared open to foteign trade. This view appears to 
have been upheld by the court assembled at Canton, before 
which the owner of the vessel, Kwok a Cheong, and his wit- 
nesses, were examined, as we hear that a decree of confiscation 
was pronounced, The Prince Albert will doubtless be turned 
into a revenue-cruiser by the Customs.2 

The Opossum, Lieut. St. John, has returned from a eruisé 
down the West Coast ; contrary to her usual luck she could 
find no pirates, but discovered that the town of Paksui has 
been fortified more strongly [than ever ; the Mandarins asked 
assistance to destroy it as itis the head-quarters of the West 
Coast pirates. The Opossum has returned for orders on the 
subject. aksui is the place where the Opouum lately de- 
stroyed seventeen junks and burnt the town, which is now re- 
built.

SIAM, 
Tho Bangkok Kecorder reports favourably of the prospects of 
the line of telegraph from Rangoon through Siam to Singapore, 
and states also that a project for the construction of a rails 
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way betwoen Bangkok and Moulmein has been laid before the 
King. Our contemporary says :— 

“While all has been wonderfully silent here, we hope that 
tho Siamese Government has been doing something noble in | 
royal council at Petchaburce since W. H. Read, Esq., from Sin- 
gapore, had an audience with his Majesty in that city in the 
beginning of the week. We understand that his chief object 
in visiting Siam at the present time is to further the interests 
of the British Telegraph Company in carrying through their 
line from Moulmein to Singapore, with a branch from Tavoy to 
this city. From a Government document, of which we give a 
translation in one of tho columns of this issue, our readers will 
rejoice to perceive that Siam is not going to be behind any 
neighbouring nation in allowing her territory to be tra- 
versed by telegraph lines. Nothing has occurred here 
for a long timo thst has given us so much hope 
for Siam as a nation as this noble determination of her 
Government to allow herself to be put into lightning com- 
munication with Western Asia, the isles of South Eastern 
Asia, Australia and Europe. Mr. Read, being an old acquaint- 
ance of his Majesty’s, a man of the most respectable and 
powerful connections, will, we doubt not, accomplish great 
good by his present mission. ‘The grand work he has in hand 
has, we trust, already advanced to a point from which it cannot 
go backward, Within a year or two at the farthest we may 
boldly predict messages will be flashing between Bangkok and 
Moulmein and Singapore daily; and as the Great Western 
line from Europe is already complete to Moulmein we shall in 
that time be on the most intimate speaking terms with all 
Europe. Woe lcarn also that Mr. Read will at the present time 
exert his influence in bringing up for discussion before the 
Siamese Government the project of having a railroad con- 
structed between this and Moulmein.” 

His Siamese Majesty’s despatch gunboat Jmpregnable, carry- 
ing four guns, one forty-pounder Armstrong gun forward, one 
thirty-two pounder on a pivot aft, and two twenty-four pounder 
broadside guns, auchored in Singapore harbour on the and 
May. She left Bangkok on the 26th April, and brought as 
passenger Mr, W. LU. Read. The Zmpreguuble saluted the 
British flag at noon the next day, aud would return 
to Bangkok on the 5th. This man-of-war is about 300 
tons, was built in Bangkok, uuder the superintendence of 
Mr. Maclean, and is fitted with engines by J. Peun and Sons, of 
Greenwich, of 60-borse power nominal, and working up to 120. 
Her average speed is eight and a half knots. ‘The vessel is 
commanded by Captain E. C. Walrond, and with that exception 
is manned entirely by Siamese. She is built upon a very 
superior style, aud the completeness of ker fittings reflects great 
credit on his late Majesty the Second King of Siam, who per- 
sonally superintended the construction of the vessel. 

‘The only departure for London from Bangkok since the 14th 
March is the British brig Autinka, Captain Greig, which sailed 
on the 23rd of that month with tho following cargo :—Bonja- 
min, 10 piculs ; sapanwood, 2,900 piculs ; sticklac, 70 piculs ; 
sugor, 414 piculs ; paddy, 30 piculs ; gamboge, 6 piculs ; tin, 
200 piculs ; and 27 teak planks. 












INDIA. 


NETHERLANDS 
BATAVIA, 

Dates aro to the Ist May. The rice crop, as far as it has 
been gathered, has everywhere beon abundant, and recent plenti- 
fal rains had opened tlie same good prospect for that part of 
the crop, which, for want of raiu, was rather stunted in growth. 
Great hopes are also entertained for the sugar crop of this 
year, and not Jess favourable are the results of the indigo fields, 
Concerning the coffee crop the informations differ, and a decided 
opinion about it cannot as yet be given. + Result of the coffee 
sale at Padang on the 30th March— :31,800 piculs first quality, 
average 43.41f.; 1,800 piculs second quality, 24.59.5f. 
Government sale of coffee will amount this year to 250,000 
piculs. 

The rule for obtaining a pass when leaving Java is abolished, 
and also that announcing one’s departure six weeks before in 
the Government Gazette, 

The Dutch ship Sourabaya Packet, with a full cargo from 
Holland, arrived at Sourabaya in flames, Water was let in and 
the chip run ashore. Hopes were cutertained of saving the 
ship and part of the cargo. 

Messra, Haager and Schuurman, a firm of old standing in 


Batavia, have suspended payment, and declared their firm to be 
in liquidation, 





The Dutch man-of-war steamer Stavoren, Captain H. Schok- 
ker, has captured six large pirate boats on the west coast of 
Celebes. The expedition to Coram is virtually brought to a ter- 
mination by the submission of all the native chiefs, News 
from the west coast of Borneo is far from satisfactory ; rein- 
forcements have been sont from Java. No news as yet from 
the expedition against the Pasumah countries (Palembang, Su- 
matra), This expedition was organised on account of repeated 
invasions of our territory. It is expected that the people of 
Pasumab, being a warlike race, will defend their country with 
great energy, especially as the approaches to it are splendidly 
fortified by nature. It is supposed that annexation will be the 
beginning of the end. It is rumoured that a revolt has broken 
out in Siak, where, it is said, some military officers were dan- 
gerously wounded. Again heavy shocks of earthquake have 
been felt at Willem I. and Banjoe-Biroe. 

On the 15th March, a ship hove-to was seen from Anjer, 
The mate came on shore to post letters for the captain, and 
being asked why the ship did not come noarer to the roads, 
he answered that the captain was afraid that the Chinese 
coolies, of whom ho had 480 on board, would run away, they 
having already twice revolted. The ship was the Jeddo, Smith 
commander, from Canton to Demerara with coolies. On the 
evening of the 16th a great disturbance was made again by 
the coolies, and when the captain, with a doctor and a pas- 
senger, all armed with revolvers, went on deck,they saw that 
the ship was on fire. The first thing to be done was to make 
for the shore to strand the ship in order to save human lives, 
and at about 10 o'clock at night the ship was on shore near 
the third point. The ship was burned to the water’s edge; 
the captain, 23 of the crew, and 315 coolies have been saved. 
In the morning nothing more of the ship was to be seen. It 
is said that the ship was set on fire by the coolies, 

On the 27th April the English steamer Souchays, Blick, com- 
mander, arrived at Batavia, having made the passage from 
Brisbane in twenty-one days, touching at Timor Koepang. Tho 
steamer will return to Brisbane immediately after the arrival of 
the Europcan mail of 10th April. ,The steamer Koning 
Willem ILL, belonging to the Netherlands Indian Steam Navi- 
gation Company, will make, in May, the voyage to Sydney and 
Brisbane through Torres Strait.

STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to the 4th May. The London mail of the 26th 
March arrived out on the 30th April. 

Her Majesty's steamer Leopard, from Hong Kong with dates 
to the 25th April, en route to England, arrived at Singapore on 
the 3rd May. ‘The Sarawak steamer Hainbow, has been purchased 
by the Straits Government for the sum of $18,000, and was to 
leave Singapore for Sarawak on the Sth May on her last trip. 
‘The Straits steam gunboat Mohr has bocn sold to a European 
mercautile firm at Singapore for $6,500. 

The following is from the Government Gazette :—* Residenoy 
Assistant Surgeon A. Fergusson, M.D, assumed chargo of the 
Senior Surgeon’s office from Surgeon-Major J. Rose on the 
22nd April, His Honour the Governor has been pleased to make 
the following appointment as a temporary measure, with effect 
from the lst May:—Mr. C. G. Baumgarten to be Deputy- 
Sheriff at Singapore, vice Hewetson, resigned.” 

The Court for Relief of Insolvent Debtors has eppointed the 
4th June for hearing the petition of Messrs. Joaquim and Jose 
d’Almeida, praying to be allowed to withdraw their petitions for 
relief and discharge, for the purpose of carrying out a composi- 
tion arrangement with their creditors.

The Australian Hippodrome, formerly under Mr. Lewis’s 
management, and now under that of Mr. Cousin’s, has arrived 
once more at Singapore, and is much patronised. 





PENANG. 

Mr. D. Pasley has been appointed by the Municipal Commis- 
sioners as Assessor for the Province pro tem. His duty will be 
to revise the land rates in some of the districts. We think this 
@ very necessary step, as it is impossible that the Secretary can 
be expected to go minutely into the details of assessing and 
collecting the rates in the province whilst residing in the 
island, and his time being occupied with other works, The rates 
are in some places in the province too low and in other places 
too high, because the small size of the holdings and the poverty 
of the holders make it expedient that in the former cases rates 
should be raised, and in the latter that the assessment be 
remitted altogether. 

The Gazette is happy to announce that there is a good 
prospect of the town being lighted with gas. Mr. Wells, the 
engineer and secretary to the Singapore Gas Company, has had | 
an interview with the commissioners. The scheme, in great 
measure, depends upon the support the commissioners can 
give. As there is little doubt that there will soon be a con- 
siderable increase in the municipal fund, it is highly probable 
the commissioners will guarantee the consumption of a cer- 
tain quantity of gas for lighting the streets. When the 
town is well lighted and the commissioners have fully de- 
veloped their water-works, Penang will have made a good 
stride towards progress,

Pewmnsvtar AND OatenTaL Steam Navication Company.—The 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company held its half-yearly 
meeting on the Sth inst., Mr. H. Anderson in the chair. ‘The report read 
by the Secretary stated the measures taken to increase the fleet and to 
keep it in a more efficient condition. The hull of the Columbian had 
been repaired; three new vessels, the Avoca, Malacca, and Sunda, would 
be completed in two months. A new steam tug had left for the Aden 
station, the China and Ceylon were fit for service, and the Cundia was 
being refitted. The loss of the Jeddo involved a charge of £60,000 on 
the underwriting account of the year. The directors had furnished the 
Select Committee of the House of Commons, now investigating the 
subject of postal and telegraphic communication, with important informa- 
tion calculated to correct current and erroneous information, and bearing 
on the company’s interests. The report of that committee ‘would recom- 
mend changes ; and the directors were prepared to take into equitable 
consideration such terms as might be offered with reference to the interests 
of the community as well as their own shareholders, The chairman 
adverted also to the Parliamentary inquiry, and hen to his visit to Egypt. 
The Viceroy was well-disposed to afford further facilities. A convenient 
coal depot had been secured at Alexandria, near to the railway, and con- 
venient premises granted, while the Pasha had ceded a shorter line to 
Suez, which would reduce the cost of coal transit by one-half, and re- 
claiming a landing wharf at Suez. Some discussion’ took place in re- 
ference to the loss of the Jeddo, as to the instructions given to the com- 
manders. The chairman remarked that the whole of the company’s losses on 
underwriting account for the past half-year amounted only to 25s. per cent., 
the company being its own underwriters, After some remarks by 
Admiral Hall on the Australian Postal Service, the Report was unani- 
mously adopted, a dividend of 3} per cent. being declared for the half 
year ending March Slst last, and payable on the 25th inst. Tie pro- 
Ceedings concluded with a vote of thanks to the nan and directors, 











THE WEST COAST OF CORBA. 
(Continued from our last.) 

The storm which detained us in Wei-Hai harbour had 
evidently swept along the West Coast of Corea. Our junk- 
men picked up several large pieces of wood, amongst which was 
& “koogoo,” a kind of manger. Early on the morning of the 
15th, passing a mile to the north of Ta-paw-lsz, we sailed slowly 
along the N.W. sido of Pe-Lingh. This part of the island is 
singularly barren of trees, but the hills are clad with a 
bright green grass, so pleasant after the bare hills of Shantung. 
Tho N. and N.E. part of the island is beautifully picturesque— 
quite grand in many places. Perpendicular cliffs in storied, 
well-defined strata, at least three hundred fect high, fringed 
gracefully along their summits with fir-trees and mach under- 
wood. Gradually, as we sail on, high rocks aro seen at the 
north point, standing out of the sca in all kinds of fantastic 
forms, some resombling touster statues, others recalling to 








mind the Isle of Wight Needles, some Jike strong ancient 
forts—old castles with many creepers glinging to the yuins. 
Giving the outermost of theso rocks 4 pretty wide berth (a wide 
berth for a junk means a few fect), the pretty little harbour of 
Tung-men-chew opens out. Sailing within fifty yards of the 
shore we cast anchor. I was eager to go ashore Yang-ga- 
begged me not ta betray my nationality. The view from the 
junk was lovely in the oxtreme—hille from tip to beach or 
inland plain covered with firs, small oaks with very large 
leaves, and many shrubs. As yet ourarrival apparently had not 
been observed. If is the usual policy of the Chinese junks to 
find anchorage as far as possible from villages and towns. On 
landing we first met an old Corean woodcutter, Paga, and his 
two sons ; they, like all these islanders, for years accustomed 
to the arrival of Chinese junks, can command sufficient 
“Pedgin” to be tolerably understood, Paga begged for a knife, 
T invited him and his two sons on board. The elder son was 
a most interesting lad, with hazel eyes, and light-brown hair. 
I gave the boys a brass button each, having fortunately pro- 
vided mysclf with a couple of dollars’ worth of these cheap 
but very acceptable gifts. The sons sculled us in their “coro,” 
small boat, The Coreans know nothing of caulking—small 
boats and large junks alike leak incessantly, Constant baling 
is of course necessary. To prevent getting wet feet, 4 floor- 
ing of bamboo rods fits the lower width of the boat, and 
cut to its shape, forms the sitting place of the passengers, 
Yang-ga was not be scen ; he had given strict orders that his 
name should not be mentioned. All of asudden Paga’s son aaid 
to him witha scared look, “ Abadi, kaapsida, chori saram hanna, 
masso.” “Father, let’s be off, there is somebody come.” Some- 
what against their wish I accompanied them ashore, and found 
squatting on the beach (in Japanese fashion) a shubby-looking 
member of the coast-guard, The following dialogue took 
place. I quote it, for it occurred in substance op every island 
or spot on the mainland visited by me :— 

Corean. Je! do buotharyo wannonya 3 

Foreigner. Amun ildu opta. 

C. De s’ongi muosinya ? 

F. Du galda. 

C. Oso lorakanonkosi chot’a, 

F. Ani kakelta, 

C. Uai ani karyanonya. 

F. Hukyang haku kakelta, 

Anglice. I say! What have you come for ? 

Nothing at all. 

What is your name ? 

Mr. Tu. 

Oblige me by departing. 

I wont, 

Why? 

When I have had a look round I'll go away. 

All this talk means nothing. My Corean speech won the 
heart of tho soldier, and we chatted on the beach quite 
amicably, I requested him to conduct mo to the residence of 
the small mandarin who, he had just informed me, had but 
receutly arrived frum the capital. “He replied by significantly 
drawing his hand across his throat, I laughed, and telling him 
that I was a “ Western Oceaner” insisted on his guiding me, 
Vory loth ho proceeded by my side till we reached a broad, 
shallow, salt pool. He carried me over this and we made our 
way up the side of one of the hills on tho south-east side of 
the little harbour, My atteution was attracted by a magnificent 
wild rose, as fragrant as those in our English hedges, Ferns 
abounded on every sido, Ignorant of botuny, my eyes and cars 
were open ouly for the character aud language of the Corean 
people. Half way up the hill we came upon a company of 
woodeutters, each possessing a very sharp axe, I was quito 
struck with the respectable and intelligent-looking faces of 
many of them. They wero startled by my sudden appearance, 
and one or two turned pale when my friend, the coastguards- 
man, informed them who I was. I spoke to them of the Lord 
of Heaven ;” one of them seemed to have an inkling of what 
I meant. The grave circle around me, each one with his long 
uncut hair done up into a knot and the straggling hairs 
confined by a white cotton bandage tied around the head, the 
long whiskers carefully combed, and ono or two with tho 
beard plaited into a tail—the uniform unvatying white“ polda” 
(a native cotton fubric) clothes—the long pipes so solemnly 
smoked, wits green tobacco heaped up in their capacious 
bowls, made we feel I was in another country amongst another 
people. 
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Buddenly, whilst we were pleasantly chatting, their head man 
burst upon us in a great passion and was going to beata boy. I 
took the stick out of his hand and flung it away. Proceeding 
up the hill with my oumpanion Kimga, he besought ie to give 
up my intention of seeing the mandarin, as it would certainly 
be at the price of his head. I replied wo might walk to tho 
top of the hill to enjoy the view, And a charting panorama 
lay spread oub before us, Nothing worthy of note in the islaud 
all the villages were hidden by intervening hills, but north- 
wards the promontory of Yang (ch’ang) shan, a lofty mag- 
nificont sicrra—remiuding me of the Guadarama in Es- 
tremadura—only some 10 miles off, to quote the expres- 
sion of a Chinese traveller in Corea, “laughingly invited me 
to ascend its summit.” Through my glass [ could see a great 
deal of forest covering the sides, Kimga suggested dinner, 
and down wo went to the bay where we found three Chinese 
junks had just arrived, On nearly all the islands I visited, I 
found small oxen and very sinall ponies, Tie former belonging 
to the islanders are exclusively uscd as beasts of burden, for 
tho ponies belong ta the Government, J was told that they 
were formerly given to the Coreans by the Chinese during the 
wars between Gorea and Japan. Towards evening the news of 
our arrival had spread to the authorities, aud a large boat full 
of goldiers landed on the beach. I went ashore and invited 
the small oSjcor in charge to come on buard. He said he w 
a native of Wanking, and had visited Peking with the E mbassy. 
During the night the soldiers lit fires ‘on the beach. Yang-ga 
was too anxious to sleep. © Pray don’t speak Corea to them,” 
said ho, “ they will report your arrival, aud I with three degrees 
of kindred shall surely die.” 
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On the 16th the same officer came on board and said that he 
had already heard of my religion iv Peking, and would come in 
the middle of the night to speak more particularly about it. 
He was afraid to remain on board too long in the day time, 
All the contraband trade betweon the Coreans and Chinese is 
carried on at night. he ginseng trader usually remains 
at anchor about a mile or two off, in fine weather of course. 
The Chinese conclude a junk to be a trader if she anchors 
with no ostensible object at that distance from them. 


Our skipper told me that last night he had given some 
shirtings in exchange for the “ bicho do mare” or “ sea-slug,” 
a highly prized dish qmongst the Chinese. Large quantities 
are found from the south of the Yang-shan promontory up to 
the Ta Tung River in the north. In the afternoon a fine 
breeze sprang up, so I gave up the hope of seeing the friendly 
officer. The harbour was too narrow to tick out, so we sank 
asmall anchor in the sampan to be cast a few dozen yards 
ahead, then hauled tho junk up to it, and this repeated till we 
were well out. Then off with the tumultuous tide, The tides 
on this coast rise to twenty fect and upwards, and rush along 
with inconceivable impetuosity. A stall junk with fair wind 
and tide can do ten knots. Passing the small island of Afoli t’o 
(Tulom-som) and islet of Niu Co isy (Tsing mio) across the en- 
trance of what is called Hui chia p'a bay, at dark we reached 
our destination, Maye taw, also called Hoang-how-ts'ui-to'-lsy, a 
small island lying about half a mile off the mainland. I was 
sitting talking to Yang-ga when I heard a sailor sing out, “Up 
with the heli, we are passing over the reef.” Getting on deck 
T found we had six fect of water. Our junk sails in four com- 
fortably. When the tide is out this reef is visible nearly across 
the strait ; and when a strong north wind blows it breaks the 
force of the waves. ‘The south-east wind brings a sea in. I 
will not tire the reader's patience with a minute account of my 
intercourse with the inhabitants of this staall island. The 
same curiosity, mistrust, and fear, The inhabitants, like those in 
Peling and all the islands on this coast, subsist on rice, turnips 
and fish, A few Corean women whom I saw looked dirty 
and ugly; but they are poor and half-starved. I gained the 
affections of a troop of boys by doling out to them small 
quantities of sugar, which is not cultivated in Corea. ‘The 
well-to-do get supplied from Peking through the north, 
and the othcrs use excellent honey asa substitute. To-day 
(17th), in accordance with Yang-ga’s wish, we hoisted a flag 
with a red cross, asa signal to his anxiously expected vessel, 
A touching symbol at any time, but this quiet Sabbath day 
peculiarly so. This simple flag can suramop junks to bear the 
brave Catholic missionary to the jealously guarded capital of 
Corea, No pencil can dannt these deveted agents of the 
“Gesci.” They recognise no “ terra incognita.” From Delhi to 
Lhasa, from Poking to Nanzking, are they to be found. Neither 
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men nor mountains can daunt them. Cores, guarded on the 
north by Coreans and astute Chinese, on the south by 
Coreans and the astuter Japanese, has been conquered by them 
after the blood of more than one martyr has been apilt. For- 
merly amidst many miserable privations they made their way 
in a Manchurian winter over the frozen “Green Drake River,” 
whose southern bank is Corea, where they were met by those 
whose fricnd<hip had been secured in Peking, and well content 
were they with the rough accommodation of a native hut and 
native fare. Latterly they cross, as I have done, ir a Chinese 
junk, and hoist a flag with a red cross to be recognised by the 
native junkmen, who at the peril of their lives conduct them 
inland. Is it not a glorious record of their perseverance that 
now eleven missionarics are stationed in the capital and neigh- 
bouring provinces, and have so inauy converts that an intelli- 
gent native merchant told me the Government did not cruelly 
persecute as of yore, because the Christigns wore too numerous. 
The foreign priest adopts the disguise of mourning for father 
and mother, and most appropriately docs the Roman Catholic 
enter the country in mourning for his father and mother, 
Slender chance of scving then again on earth has he, Any 
one can wear this disgaise, so complete is it. An enormous 
hat made of bamboo slips (P’angnip), a horsehair net or cine- 
ture to keep up the hair (Po mong), a coarse cap underneath 
the hat (on), a lay or veil over the face (I"osen), &e., &c. 
form such an admirablo diazuise that discovery from glances by 
bystanders is rendered next to impossible. 

1ath.—A fair wind for our progress southwards, but 
wo must first get through the important task of eating. 
Our fleet of four set off in company, tacking close 
into the shore of the island, where I observed a very 
picturesque natural arch formed by a huge rock, quite 
as striking as that at Biarritz, made so much of by the Bayonne 
vers, Our course was along the mainland, We passed a 
‘able huts, then a large yamen—the residence of a 
military mandarin of the fourth rank. The Coreans call the 
place Stokong, It began to rain and blow; so getting near 
Ch'onglin Island, our destivation, we rap up into shallow water 
on the north bank, At low water we had five feet, 
but the bottom was soft mud, and there could be 
no sea on, should the squa!l not shift round from the 
north to the west. It was very dark, and in finding our 
position the skipper, who couldn’t find the compass, asked me 
now and then how we were going. On tho morning of the 
19th we went fishing, or rather poaching, in a Corean fish enclo- 
sure (Leaiz-lsy) ; the two poor fishermen in charge with great 
good nature gave us a few fish, for which we gave in exchange 
tobacco and sugar. On entering the splendid harbour of 
Ch’ong-lin, we found ten Chinese junks at anchor—a beating of 
gongs quite deafening welcomed our arrival, Much to my 
delight, the pilot of a neighbouring junk came on board to tell 
us that Yang-ga’s vessel had arrived a month ago at this 
island. He says that it has a crew of two—an old man named 
Yuga, and a younger man of the name of Kimga. The old man 
every evening at right-fall used to come to his junk and sit 
down to weep with anxious waiting. Now I trusted all would 
bo well, and that I should get to the capital. We spied tho 
little junk with one wast, lying high and dry on the shore. At 
midnight Yang-ga and myself were on deck anxiously waiting 
her coming. At last we heard the gentle plashing of the scull, 
and soon a small junk caine alongside, Yang-ga could hardly 
stand from excitement; he was trembling with hope and fear. 
Ue cried out in broken Chinese, “Shemmo Ch’'uen ” (what 
vessel ?). When he heard the voices of his friends, he was re- 
assured. With a rapidity that I could scarcely follow, question 
succeeded question, “All well ?” “All at peace,” was the comfort- 
ing answer. Yang-ga feared is journey to Chiuahad been dis- 
covered, in which case bis relatives would have been severely 
punished, 

We all four went down into my cabin, whore I prepared 
some excellent tea for our guests. ‘They told me that a great 
inundation had taken place near the capital in the mouth of 
July—more thay a thousand lives lost, After examining my 
hair and foet, they said I could pass for a Corean almost with- 
out the mourning suit, but it would be safer first to go to a 
retired place in the country and wait till my clothes should bo 
ready, As their juuk was very small, we agrecd that on the 
morrow they should proceed to the islaud of Yeug-p'ing and 
there await us,

THE CHINESE VISITORS. 

Stvce the publication of our last issue the Chinese Commis- 
sioner and suite have been actively engaged in fulfilling the object 
of their visit to England. It is evident, from the rapidity of 
their movements, that they were above all things bent on 
losing no time. On returning from the visit to Aldershot, to 
witness the review taking place in hovour of the Queen's 
birthday, they complied with the invitation, previously accepted, 
to attend Mrs, Guapstone’s assembly at Carlton-terrace. The 
occupation of the succeeding days included visits to the General 
Post Office, the British Museum, Mr. Mc'Leay’s photographic 
studio in the Haymarket, Mr. Napat’s fountain manufactory, 
Pentonville Prison, The Times Office, and the Athenmum Club ; 
in addition to which they attended a performance at the Olympic 
Theatre. Some of the members of the suite visited Greenwich 
Park. Of distinguished individuals on whom his Excellency 
an} suite have called we may enumerate Earl RussEuL, Sir 
Joan Bownmne, the American, French, Dutch, Danish, Swedish, 
and Prussian Ministers ; also Professor OweN. On the 31st 
thay visited the House of Commons, opportunely arriving there 
at the moment when Colonel Sykes was asking the Under 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs the .nature of their visit to 
this country (reported in our Parliamentary Intelligence). It 
will be seen that Mr, Layarp expressed the hope that this visit 
might prepare the way to the appointment of an Ambassador 
to the Court of St. James’ from the Imperial Court of Peking. 

On the Ist June they visited Colonel Gorpon and his 
brother at Woolwich, accompanied by Major Brig, Mr. Dick, 
Mr, Hucurs, and Mr. Hanwen. After lunching at the resi- 
dence of Captain Gorpoy, Principal Superintendent of Stores, 
the whole party, with the exception of the Chief Commissioner 
Pan, proceeded to an inspection of the departments of the 
Royal Arsonal. Their first visit was to the Royal gun factories, 
where they were received by Lieutenant-Colonel Frserx, second 
commandant, and according to War Department instructions 
they were admitted to a thorough inspection of the manu- 
factory. They witnessed the working of one of the 12-ton 
steam hammers, and the formation and welding of a huge gun 
coil, which occupied about three-quarters of an hour. 

On their reception at Aldershott a contemporary observes :-— 

Over and over again illustrious visitors have come down to our show- 
camp under most depressing conditions, and under circumstauces which 
must have contrasted most unfavourably with the mode of their treatment 
in less favoured and more courteous lands, There are no people so 
punctilious and exacting in etiquette as the Chinese. Their good opinion 
is of more consequence to us than it is to any other nation ; and yet their 
envoys are mostly left to discover our greatness through ‘ick crust of 
uncouthness and discourtesy. When the Chinese princes at present in 
the country went down to Aldershot the other day to visit the camp, there 
was no intimation of their visit and no measures taken for their reception. 
An officer of Engineers was in attendance upon them, but there were no 
vehicles in waiting, and they made their way to see the review in camp on 
the Queen's birthday as they might, and were indebted to good fortune 
for a friendly luncheon at the mess of a hospitable corps. Surely a little 
forethought would give effect to a very small expenditure in such matters, 
and would tend much to exalt if not to create the national reputation for 
politeness and courtesy. Whether it be the Foreign, or the Colonial, or 
the Home Office—whether it be the War-office or the Admiralty which 
ought to act in the premises, we cannot say. All we know is there are 
quite departments enough for the discharge of such offices, and for 


suring that they are properly performed, and there are certainly clerks 
enough in each to spare a little time to attend to the extra business. Per- 
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haps it might be made a matter of Court observance in the case of per- 
sonages of great military eminence. It would not quite crush the gen- 
tlemen about St. James's if they were called on to aint themselves 
with the names of such visitors, and take steps for gratifying them in s 
becoming manner. It is not lack of money or of will which puts the nation 
to shame. 

It is, we understand, the intention of the mission to visit 
Denmark, Prussia, Holland, and Russia, returning to France 
and embarking at Marseilles for China in about three months, 


PROSPECTS OF TRADE WITH THE COREA. 

A cance at the relative position of the Corea and its geo- 
graphical formation will show how favourably it is situated for 
oceanic intercourse. The mountain barriers dividing it from 
Mantchuria, and the configuration of its western coast, near to 
which may be found not only the capital but the most popu- 
lous towns, show that although the overland trade with China 
exceeds in value that carried on by means of junks, whether 
openly or illicitly, it is by sea and not by land that the re- 
sources of the Corea are to be developed. Sufficient is known 
of theso to satisfy us that under reasonable regulations a 
very considerable direct British trade might spring up. There 
is no more profitable basis of trade than that provided by silver, 
gold, and other metals on the one hand, and manufactured 
goods on the other, Corea, if we may believe native reports, 
old traditions, and the witness of recent travellers, has 
abundance of gold, silver, and copper, though apparently as 
jealously guarded as the Golden Fleece, On our part, where- 
ever we meet with Asiatics we find customers for our cotton 
and woollen stuffs. Tho rapidity with which a country pos- 
sessing the precious metals may be developed needs no illustra- 
tion ; it need not wait long under an enlightened government 
to possess in abundance the products of Western civilisation. 

We have long urged upon the British Government the im- 
portance of @ politico-commercial missien to the Corea. In an 
article on the subject in our issue of February 28 of last year, 
we pointed out that under a formal treaty, in accordance with 
our requirements, we might very safely encourage mercantile 
ventures. Those remarks, it would appear, led our correspond- 
ent, whose letters appear in the last and present issues, to pay 
a visit to the country, the particulars of which he very lumi- 
nously describes. A love of adventure, combined with a desire 
to add to our knowledge of the present facilities offered in 
Corea for trade, a quick discernment of character and power to 
delineate its several shades, combined with presence of mind 
and ready adaptation to the views with those with whom he 
is thrown in contact, mark him as well suited for such an enter- 
prise. Our correspondent found confirmation from other Coreans 
than those at Peking, of the current report that the country is 
poor; but after all, poverty is only a relative term, and this 
declaration, which it well suits the policy of the timid and 
jealous rulers to declare, signifies little. The Corea is not so 
poor but that it can support millions of population ; it is not so 
poor but that it jealously restricts the Japanese trade, turning 
the laugh against those rigid exclusionists as they move to and 
fro within the walled factory in which it has pleased the Coreans 
they shall abide, If tho Coreau Peninsula is poor, it is poor 
in the sense that California was poor before it passed from 
Mexican to American rule. 

The sketches given by our correspondent of the illicit trade 
carried on upon the coast possess an almost romantic interest. 
The transactions carried on, aud in which by the way, the wily 
Chivaman with his well-sharpened wits, appears to overreach 
the simple and easy Corean, appears in the light of an en- 
forced vindication of natural law, which will not permit a na- 
tion for ever to shut itself up from the outer world or assign 
set limits to its own development. The Corean government 
appear to have very effectively restrained tho shore population 
from trading intercourse with strangers—an intercourse of 
which the best friends just now are bribery and the darkness of 
night. The restrictions on Corean trade with China, no less 
than Japan, originates with the Corean goverument itself; and 
sowiththe penal penalty awaiting Coreans who visit China except 
in the train of the tribute bearers. We are aware that parties at 
home are waiting for the opportunity to despatch a pioneer 
venture to the Corca, Our correspondent at Hong Kong also 
wrote by last mail that two vessels had been despatched to the 
Corea on Chinese account. We also know that Her Maszsry’s 
Government have not neglected this matter, and that Her 
Maggsty’s Minister at Peking has instructions on the subject. 
Mr. Morruoy, H.M.’s Consul at ‘Tangchow, lately paid a visit to 
the place unofficially. 
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THE MORTALITY OF TROOPS AT HONG KONG. 

‘Tue committee in this case is expected to bring its enquiry 
toa close in one more sitting. At the last meeting Major 
Edwards, RE., who came home by last mail, Captain Burland, 
9th Regiment, who came home in the Gresham (on board of 
which vessel great mortality occurred), and Colonel Moody, 
RE, were examined. 


THE CHINA CONSULAR SERVICE. 

Mr. Ronert SwinHoe, who has been for some time Consul 
at Ta-kow (Formosa), has gone to Amoy to relieve Mr. Pedder, 
who arrived by last mail on leave of absence. Mr. Alabaster, 
Vice-Consul at Shanghai, is acting Consul at Ta-kow. Mr. 
Gregory, the Vice-Consul at Tamsui (Formosa), goes to 
Swatow to relieve Mr. Caine, who comes home on sick leave. 
Mr. Carroll, Interpreter at Shanghai, proceeds to Foochow as 
acting Consul, vice Mr. Hewlett, who has leave for England. 
Mr. Sinclair, the Consul at Foochow, at present in England, 
proceeds to his post in September. Mr. Wade, Chinese Secre- 
tary at Peking, has been granted leave of absence, but it is un- 
certain when he will avail of it. 





THE STRAITS TRANSFER. 

We are glad to announce that the negotiations on this long 
vexed question have been at last brought to a termination. 
The difficulties between the Treasury and the War-office have, 
we understand, been arranged somewhat on the nature of acom- 
promise. The military force to be maintained, is two batteries 
of Artillery, and six companies of the Ceylon rifles. The pro- 
portion of annual cost to be borne by the Straits is £59,300, 
including cost of transport and a reduction of £58 for every 
man less than the complement. The Bill for the transfer is 
now ready to be introduced into the House of Commons, 








THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN. 

AGREEABLY with the wish expressed by the shareholders at 
the meeting held on the 24th ult., the directors have re-formed 
the board to the satisfaction of a committee appointed to see 
this measure carried out. Mr, Joseph Mackrill Smith, who 
has the best knowledge of Eastern trade, has become the 
chairman; and Mr, Vanderbyl, a director of the National 
Bank, is the deputy-chairman. Mr, Alderman Allen has also 
been added to the board. 


THE CHINA DINNER. 

‘We have been reminded that in the toast proposed by Sir 
John Davis of “British trade in China,” Japan was also in- 
cluded, and that Mr, Willgoss, on the part of the merchants of 
that country, returned thanks. 


NEW SEASON'S TEA. 

The following letter appeared in the Times :— 

Sir,—I left Hong Kong on the 27th of March by the French steamer 
Canboge. While sauntering on tho quay at Suez, watching the unlading 
ot her cargo, I noticed a large number of half-chests of tea bearing the 
tollowing mark and inscription : 

“ Finest New Seaste’s Teas. 


“© Season, 1866 to 1867."., 

In other words, this tea purports to have been gathered in the early 
part of March, when not a leaflet has appeared on any tea plant in China. 
I drew my own inferences as to the age of the tea, and determined that, 
with your assistance, the English public should hare an opportunity of 
drawing their.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, W. G. H. 


The individual who wrote this was not quite so knowing as 
he thought. It is quite true that the Canton new make of 
Tay-shan tea did come by the French mail of 27th March, and 
if he chose to assume that it was intended to gull the people 
of England that it was the New Season's Congou, that was 
simply ® piece of ignorance which will act as a caution in 
future. Messrs, Deacon, of London, are consignees of some of 
this tea, and wrote an answer pointing out they were Canton 
New Season’s, A further supply of 2,000 boxes came by last 
P. and O. mail. 


COLONIAL STATISTICS. 

A ponderous Blue Book has just appeared, bearing the title 
of “ Statistical Tables relatingto the Colonial and other Posses- 
sions of the United Kingdom,” bringing our information down 
to no more recent period than 1863. The mass is, in fact, 
a selection and compilation out of the Blue Books sent home 
from the colonics in company with the annual Reports of the 
various Governors. The last-nataed documents formed a Blue 
Book of themselves, which was issued towards the close of the 











summer of last year; and they contained the results of the 
figures now presented to us more at large a year later. It 
seems almost doubtful whether any usoful purpose can be 
gained by putting the public to the expense of printing a 
volume that after all, as it only brings our information down to 
@ period now three years past, can be of little benefit to the 
merchant and man of business, The papers sent home from the 
colonies, in almost every case already printed, might be stored 
where a reference could be made to them by those requiring it. 
As it is, the purchaser desirous of consulting the four pages 
relating to Hong Kong must buy the entire collection, and lay 
out fire shillings and sizpence for the whole 525 pages. The 
kind of facts tabulated may be judged of when we state that 
the pages devoted to the colony just named contain four tables 
in reference to population and schools; an account of the 
public revenue and its various branches; the number and 
tonnage of the vessels entered and cleared, with the various 
nationalities (six tables); number and description of live 
stock ; average price of various articles; and lastly, the 
average rate of wages. Under this last head the information 
is brief enough, being for the year 1863, as follows :—“ Do- 
mestic, per month, 218, to 63s. ; Predial, (per month) 12s. 6d. 
and food; Trades 7d. to 2s. 6d. per diem.” The abstract of 
the statistics of Hong Kong, Labuan, and Ceylon for the year 
1863 is as follows :— 

Hone Konc.—Area, 29 square miles; population, 124,850; revenue, 
£120,078; expenditure, £122,201; public debt nil. Tonnage of 
shipping entered and cleared, exclusive of the coasting trade :—From and 
to United Kingdom, 90,631; from and to other countries, 1,716,250; 
total, 1,806.181: British, 944,074; foreign, 862,807. Imports and 
Exports. —Not stated. 

Lasuan.—Area, 45 square miles; population, 3,346; revenue, £9,123; 
expenditure, £7,490; public debt, nil. Tonnage of shipping entered 
and cleared (exclusive of the coasting trade) :—From and to the United 
Kingdom, 1,670; from and to other countries, 12,869; total, 14,039: 
British; 11,879; foreign, 2,160. Imports (including bullion and specie) : 
—From the United Kingdom, £9,299 ; from other countries, £62.066; 
total, £71,365. Exports (including bullion and specie) :—To the United 
Kingdom, nil: to other countries £22,232. Bullion and specie :—Im- 
ported, £9,263; exported, £2,500. 

CeyLow.—Area, 24,700 square miles ; population, 2,342,098; revenue, 
£952,790 ; expenditure, £738,194; public debt, £350,000. Total ton- 
nage of shipping entered and cleared (exclusive of coasting trade) :— From 
and to United Kingdom, 125,672; from and to other countries, 942,642; 
total, 1,068,314: British, belonging to United Kingdom, 517,158; to 
the colonies, &c., 403,039 ; foreign 148,117. Imports, including bullion 
and specie :—From the United Kingdom, £1,011,915; from other coun- 
tries, £4,421,822 ; total, £5,483,807. Exports, including bullion and 
specie :—To the United Kingdom £2,407,578; to other countries, 
£1,179,656; total, £3,587,234. Bullion and specie :—Imported, 
£1,842,974; exported, £408,050. Total value of coffee exported, 
£2,126,220 ; of which to the United Kingdom, £2,018,324. 

It must be remarked that no statistics whatever are furnished 
in this collection referring exclusively and independently to 
Singapore and the Straits Settlements. ‘I'hey have no separate 
abstract under “India,” where we looked to find them. 
In fact, s0 completely is the circumstance ignored that Singapore 
remains still, unfortunately, a dependency of British India that 
in the table of places to which vessels have departed from 
“ports in each Presidency or Province of British India,” 
Penang, Singapore and Malacca stand, linked together, under 
the heading “ Foreign Countries,” 

















THE AGRA AND MASTERMAN’S BANK. 

A reward of £100 has been offered by this bank for the detection and 
conviction of parties who to injure its credit have sent to sharebolders and 
customers fictitious and anonymous letters and telegrams, affecting to wara 
them that the bank would shortly stop payment, and advising them in their 
own interest promptly to sell their shares and withdraw their accounts. Mr. 
David Wilson, one of the shareholders, ited manner has issued 
acircular, in which, referring to the set made by speculators for a fall 
against the bank shares, he suggests, with a view to counteract these 
operations, the following proposition :. 

“« That all the shareholders who can be got to do it should deposit the 
certificates of their shares either at their own banker's, or in the hands of 
some good bank to be ed upon, and that they should undertake not to 
sell them for three months, This will lock up a large number of shares, 
so that the quantity remaining could be ascertained. Of those a large 
number are known to be held by trustees and other parties, or by persons 
abroad who are not likely to sell them, end the small number of shares 
remaining alone will be available for disposal upon the market, and from 
which alone therefore can the ‘bears’ possibly be supplied, The number 
of the shares sold by the ‘ bears’ is known to be very great, and once the 
supply for them is less than the number they require, the bears must be 
“bitten,” and have to compete with one another for the shares they want 
to complete their bargains with, and give ‘ higher’ prices, instead of lower, 
than the price they sold at. The second portion of my plan is this—it is 
proposed by some bankers and others of ‘strong position to combine 
together and agree to go into the market, and among them purchase a large 
number of shares in the bank at the present low prices, and lock them up 
also for three or six months, and thus further to compete with the bears, 
and drive up the prices they have to give.”

‘The seoond ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
offices, 4, Lombard-street, on the 28th ult. The chair was ocoupied by 
Fraxcts Boyett, Esq. 

‘The Cutatnatan said he occupied the chair that day as a matter of 
respect to the shareholders, for his medical man had prohibited him from 
taking any part in the meeting. The business would, therefore, be con- 
ducted by the deputy-chairman, 

Mr. Russert. (deputy-chairman) said: I regret that, owing to the 
temporary indisposition of the chairman, the duty of addressing you has 
not devolved upon some one more competent than myself, but I rely 
upon your kind support and consideration. Meanwhile, we are very 
happy to have the opportunity of conferring with you, especially in the 
present unsettled and disjointed state of things which exists in commercial 
circles, 

Mr. F. W. Lawreyce (acting general manager) then read the notice 
convening the meeting.—The report and statement of accounts, which will 
be found in another page, were taken as read. 

‘The Drruty-CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, the report places you in 
possession of a knowledge of the affairs of the bank up to the 30th of 
December last, so far as the most experienced scrutiny can determine ; and, 
in arriving at that result, we have had the co-operation and impartial 
opinion of gentlomen entirely unconnected with the board (as is stated in 
the report), who have had the best opportunity of valuing correctly the 
securities we hold, and the pasition of aur claims; and deeply as we feel 
and regret the results stated in the‘report, yet we have endeavoured to set 
them before you correctly, so far'as we could possibly ascertain them. 
(Hear), With regard to tho interim dividend of 2} per cent., paid to the 
80th of June last, equal to 5 per cent, per annum, al the time that inzerim 
dividend was paid, we felt that the course of events and the pros- 
pects of business fully justified the board in that measyre, setting aside the 
fact of the reserve fund being applicable, by the deed of settle- 
ment, ta the equalisation of dividend in the event of unusual 
losses. As regards a present dividend, the directors think it is better to 
leave the shareholders to determine whether a dividend shall be paid out 
of the reserve fund; but I may state that the directors themselves are dis- 
posed to recommend the proprietors to refrain from any such distribution 
under the existing position of commercial affairs generally. So much 
with regard to the past. I deeply regret that we are notable to declare a 
dividend out of the profits, but it must be borne in mind that this bank, 
in common with all banks connected with India, has passed through a 
periad of almost unexampled pressure. I come now to a more agrecable 
Matter, and I have to inform you that, notwithstanding the very heavy 
failures which have lately been announced, up to the present tim no lois 
of any serious importance has, Iam glad to say, been sustained by 
the bank since the close of the year. (Hear, hear.) The bills on 
Barned's Banking Company, and on Overend, Gurney and Co., are being 
satisfactorily met by the parties coucerned—in fact, | think alarge pro- 
portion af them have been already taken up; and there is no reason to 
doubt, at least we must hope, that the liabilities of the Commercial Bank will 
eventually be paidin full. There is no doubt that the events of the last three 
or four years have attracted much attention to Bombay, which is our chicf 
Geld of ‘operation, and which naturally attracts a great deal of aitention on 
the part of those who are shareholders in this bank ; but a severe phase of 
the crisis there has already been passed, and the bank's agent jn Bambay 
has been enabled, during the past three months, to take presautionaty 
measures so as to strengthen some of our important accounts; and, with 
respect to these accounts, the bank is in a better position than it was some 
time back. (Hear, hear.) Looking at the unprecedented support the 
bank has enjoyed in Bombay, the advantages wo possess of a valuable 
consulting committee, and the large and important constituency we have 
drawn around us there, it is reasonable to anticipate a material increase 
will take place in the business of the bank as soon as the trade in the East 
shall have resumed its normal condition, for the trade is at present quite 
unhinged, as any one may see by going to Mincing-lane, Lombard-street, 
or Liverpoal. We cannot expect to pass through such periads of unex- 
ampled pressure as the present without losses, but we confideutly expect 
for the bank a future of renewed prosperity, It must be borne in mind 
that there is a very great deal of pressure on the cotton trade at the 
present time. The Western provinces of India can, I believe, produce cot- 
ton at 54d. per lb. If American energy oan raise enough cotton to clothe the 
market and Gill up the vacuum in stocks, then India may suffer, but as she 
can produce cotton at Sd. or 6d. there is undoubtedly ground for believing 
that for some years to come Surat cotton will return £3 5s. a balo to 
India, and, as that represents from three millions and a-balf to four millions 
a-year, it is evident a large and promising field is open for all the banking 
institutions connected with India, Notwithstanding the prosent pressure, 
the board is earnestly alive to the necessity of constant supervision and in- 
apection of the branches. That is a subject which occupies their earnest 
aitention, and they have made arrangements which, they believe, will 
attain that object in a satisfactory manner. In conclusion, I can only say, 
gentlemen, that it will afford the board much pleasure to confer with any 
shareholder desiring inlormation, and still more to place betore the share- 
holders, at the next meeting, a more satisfactory report. 1 have now only 
to move the adoption of the report, which I hope, unfavourable as it is, 
will meet your approbation. (Hear, hear.)

ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

‘The annual meeting of this society was held on the 26th May, at Bur- 
ington House, Piccadilly, Sir Roderick I. Murchison, Bart., president of 
the society, occupied the chair. 

The Prestvesr presented the awards, The founder's gold medal was 
presented to Dr. Thomas Thomson, M.D., F.R.S., for his exploration of 
the Western Himalayas and ‘Thibet; the patron's medal was awarded to 
Mr. William Chandless, M.A., for his recent unaided exploration of the 
River Purus, from its mouth on the River Amazon neatly ta ite sources, 
The sum of £105 was presented to M. P, B. Du Chuillu, to reimburse 
him for the loss of his instruments in Western Africa, Agold watch was 
also awarded to Moola Abdul Medjid for the service he had rendered to 
geographical scienoe by his adventurous journey from Peshawur to Kokand, 
along the upper valley of the Oxus and across the Pamir Steppes. 

The Paesipenr then proceeded to deliver the anqual address. He said 
that on this the twelfth address which he had had the privilege of doliver 
ing to them, he had still the satisfaction of aynouncing that the society 
was advancing in prosperity and flourishing with undiminished vigour. He 
had also once more to congratulate them on what was a new feature last 
year—the issue of the annual volume of the Journal long before the anni- 
versary, This result was entirely due to the zeal and devotion of their 
assistant secretary, Mr. H. H. Pates. The President then went on ta 
give the usual record of the lives of the fellows who died during the past 
year. Amonget them were Lord Palmerston, Dr. Whewell (lale Master 
of Trinity College, Cambridge), Admiral William Henry Smith (the 
distinguished astronomer and antiquary), Sir William Jackson Hooker 
(the eminent botanist), Dr. Henry Barth (the great African traveller), 
Baron Charles Claus von der Decken (the high-spirited Hanoverian noble- 
man whose melaneboly fate whilst endeavouring to reach the interior of 
Africa by ascending the river Juba in a steamer has been recently brought 
before the public), John Geo. Forchhammen, Sir John Richardson (the 
eminent Arctic discoverer), Captain Duperrey, Admiral Don Eduardo 
Carrasco, the Earl of Donoughmore, Lond Monteagle, Professor Kupffer 
Dr, Jobn Lee (the well-known astronomer), Commodore Cracroft, Di 
‘Thomas Hodgkin (the well-known philanthropist), Mr. George Rennie 
(the eminent practical civil engineer), Dr. William F, Daniell, and Mr, 
B. Oliveira, Passing to the question of Admiralty surveys. Sir Roderick 
gave aréaumé, as drawn up by the hydrographer, showing the progress 
which has been made in the various surveys carried on under the direction 
of the Admiralty during the year. 

Alter touching upon a variety of other topics connected with operations 
interesting to the society, ineluding the recent eruption near Santorin (the

He stated that the Chinese 
who were then present bad been induced to come by Mr. Hart, the 
Chief inspector of Customs, in an ynofficial manner, and that it would no 
doubt have a beneficial effect in dispelling much of that ignorance and 
distrust which had existed, Our yelatiops with China had indeed pro- 
gressed under the enlightened views af Prince Kung. and unless some 
sudden change should result, we might look for increased confidence. The 
conclusions which he had arrived at were derived from a residence in 
China from 1844 to 1857. 

The Oxainman, in giving what he designated the toast of the evening 
— The two medallists, Pr. Thomson and Mr. William Chandle 
testified to the great deservings of these gentlemen. The next toast was 
“The health of the eminent botanical gentlemen who have come ta 
England to assist at the International Botanical Congress,” coupled with 
the name of that great leader of botanical science, M. de Candolle, (Ap- 
plause.) 

M. pe CawnpoLLE, on rising to respond, was received with a vast 
amount of enthusiasm. M. de Candolle, who spoke in French, referred 
to the great connection which existed between geography and botany, 
remarked upon the difficulty and danger to life which sometimes accom- 
panied inquiries respecting the former, and modestly declined to take much 
credit to himself for the part he had taken in furtherance of the interesting 
science of botany. He pointed to the great field that still lay unexplored 
for botanists and geographical investigations in Borneo, and referred with 
equal appropriateness to the botanical relations of Morocco, the Canary 
Islands, and the European Continent, particularly Spain, 

Lord HoucHton proposed The health of the President of the Society, 
Sir Roderick Murchison."—The FresipenT respanded, and gave “ ‘the 
Arts and Sciences," which was responded to by Sir Francis Grant, 
whose name the toast was coupled.

22nd of the following September she left Plymouth for Bombay, where 
she arrived on the 13th of January, 18683. She then visited the Persian 
Gulf, Aden, Ceylon, the Straits of Malacca, Trincomalee, and Madras. 
In July, 1864, she wat relieved on the East Indies station by Admiral 
King, and ordered to China and Japan. After visiting Hong Kong and 
Amoy she proceeded to Yokohama in the November of that year, and 
arrived in Japanese waters too late to take part in the affair of Simono- 
raki. She next visited Yeddo, the capital of Japan, where she remained 
six days. The Severn left Yokohama in April, 1865, arrived at Trinco- 
malee the same year, where she received cordate for home. She then pro- 
ceeded to Bombay, where she was relieved by the Octavia, Commander 
Hillyer. On the 23rd of January she left for England, touching at the 
Mauritius, which she left on the 25th of Fobruary, Simon's Bay, April 4, 
and Ascension, April @2. While off the Cape, in he lost 
her starboard quarter-boat, her foretopmast, and mainyard, which 
her three weeks to make good the damages. She was off Scilly eight 
days before her arrival at Plymouth; but, owing to the prevailing east 
winds, she could make no headway. She came home from the Ca, 
under with the exception of two days, and while in the Channel did 
not get up steam till the morning of the day before that on-which she 
arrived at Sheerness.

But in some cases the Horse 
Guards are able to neutralise the injustice, and, as a rule, they can always 
rovide for the majors who are phtced in this position. ‘The departure 
Tndia next month of the 11th Hussars will give the authoritles an opp: 
tunity, which we trust they will not again refuse to profit by, of doing 
justice to one of those cavalry field officers placed upon half pay by the 
return of their regiments from India or by reasons not of their own 
seeking.” 

Liettensnt-Colonel G. H. L. Milman, Royal Artillery, has been 
appointed Assistant Military Secretary $a Major-General ‘Miman, com 
manding at the Mauritius. 

The remains of Lieutenant and Quartermaster Thomas Miller, of the 
Ceylon Rifle Regiment, were interred in the cemetery at Plymouth on 
the 25th May with military honours, by a guard, and the band of the Ist 
bate.

Government would 
doall that lay in their power to make the visit agreeable to the gentlemen, 
and he had every reason to hope that it would lead hereafter to more 
familiar intercourse and improve the relations between the two countries. 











Garpens tn THE Far East.—Nothing has done more to limit the 
importation of euttiugs from British trees, plints, and shrubs into our east= 
ern settlements and colonies, than the doubts entertained as to whether 
orders sent out would be fulfilled satisfactorily as respecis the condition in 
which these would be delivered. After waiting months, the bespoken 
cuttings are too frequently found shrivelled, and the seeds dead ; creating 
a feclng of disappointment far excecding that ‘of their monetary value. 
‘The means of protection cannot be too widely known, for they undoubtedly 
exist, as shown by aletter now before us from Mr. G. Henderson, the 
secretary of the Ag Itural and Horticultural Society of Lahore, After 
a long series of disasters in the form we have stated, he had the good for- 
tune to entrust his order for plants ta. Mr. Christy, who has especially de- 
voted himself to supplying English gardens in the East. So admirable 
respects the Lahore Society, were the plants packed on the system pro- 
vided by his patented cases, thaton arrival the plants were actually * com- 
mencing to shoot." At the date of this letter, March 27th, the vine cut- 
ings, thus forwarded, had been planted “and were growing vigorously.” 
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COTTON AND SILK IN THE UNITED STATES. 


(New York Heratp). 

‘The fact that the House of Representatives, in fixing the duty of five 
cents per pound on cotton, concluded to establish a drawback, in order to 
allow our manufacturers to compete with foreign looms in the markets of 
other nations, is received with almost universal satisfaction. This will 
enable us to again enter the markets of Japan, China and the East Indies, 
on as favourable terms as Great Britain—more favourable, in fact. The 
difference of five cents per pound in the cost of American cotton will be 
‘an offset to the reduced wages current in Manchester. But it must be 
borne in mind that very coarse fabrics are shipped to China—and those 
can be made from the coarser fibre produced in the jungles of India—to 
that thedrawback was a necessity, if we hope ever to re-enter the markets 
of China, &., with any prospect of competing favourably with Great 
Britain. "The placing of a tax on cotton is pernicious, and calculated to 
cripple the energies of the South in its efforts at recuperation, but with the 
drawback it will not be quite so bad. It is hoped, however, that the pro- 
test of the New York Chamber of Commerce against the increase of the 
cotton tax from two to five cents will prove effectual. Indeed, if we may 
believe current rumour, it will cause the members of Congress to pause 
and reflect, and if they will only do this it is believed that the tax will 
not be increased, the strong pressure in favour of it from certain cliques to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

It is matter of much interest and importance that considerable attention 
is now being paid to the manufacture of silk. The newspapers of Illinois, 
in particular, are devoting no little space to the discussion of this subject. 
From the last census it appears that there were in the Eastern and Middle 
States forty-two silk extablishments in 1860, employing 2,500 hands, and 
having a capital of $1,675,900. They produced $3.596,249, principally in 
thread and twist. Connecticut had 19, New Jersey 6, Pennsylvania 8, Massa— 
chusetts 4, New York 3, and New Hampshire 2 estabishments, employing 
2,579 hands in the aggregate. The importations of raw silk in 1862 were 

There was but one establishment then for making woven silken 
goods, and that was in Massachusetts. Since then factories have started 
up in Philadelphia, in Chester and Beaver counties, Pennsylvania, at Pat- 
terson, New Jersey, and also in Connecticut, and are constantly on the in- 
Iso a good deal of attention paid to the production and 
in California, where the Chinese are reputed to be in- 
troducing it as a permanent brand of agriculture and manufacture, and 
with every promise of perfect success. Though silk manufacturing is in 
its infancy in this country we believe that it is destined to take front rani 
ere the lapse of many years. There is no reason why this should not be 
the case, especially now that the high protective duties afford every facility 
for the building up of this important branch of American industry.

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for April exhibit a continuance 
of that activity in commercial transactions that characterised 
the preceding months of 1866. ‘The value of the British and 
Irish produce exported during the month ended the 30th April 
was £15,366,414, while the exports for the same month last 
year amounted to only £12,071,111 ; which, however were below 
those of 1864, when the value was £13,225.039. The excess 
of April in the present ycar is, therefore, £3,295,303 over 1865, 
and £2,141,375 over 1864. The value of these exports for 
the four months ended the 30th April is £62,357,579, against 
£47,706,818 in the year preceding, and £49,892, 420 in 1864. 
The present year, therefore, has a superiority over 1865 of 





£14,650,761, and of £12,465,159 over 1864, The Imports 
also show a corresponding increase. The value of the enume- 
merated articles imported up to the 31st March of the present 
year is £46,348,927, against £32,299,095 in 1865—an excess 
of £14,089,832 ; and against £37,131,825 in 1864—or an 
excess of £9,217,102. As regards trade with the Far East, the 
present returns supply us with the information here appended :—
